The naval victory of thg Brit- 
ish off the Falkland Islands « on 
Tuesday, in which three German 
cruisers, were sent to. the, bot- 
tom, is indeed sweet revenge for 
the loss of the Good Hops and 
Monmouth a few weeks ago.
